REGULATIONS  AFFECT  1  993  MEDICAL  GRADUATES 
Graduates  of  Canadian  medical  schools  who  do  their 
PGY1  year  in  the  United  States  may  be  affected  by 
new  Health  and  Welfare  Canada  regulations. 

Since  the  mid  1970’s,  U.S.  legislation  has  required 
physicians,  resident  in  Canada,  to  apply  for  a  J-1  visa 
in  order  to  go  to  the  United  States  for  the  purposes  of 
postgraduate  medical  training.  A  J-1  visa  requires  a 
sponsorship  letter  from  the  home  country.  Until  this 
year.  Health  and  Welfare  Canada  has  been  providing 
such  letters  to  graduates  of  Canadian  medical 
schools  upon  request.  This  year,  however,  such 
letters  are  only  being  granted  routinely  to  graduates 
in  the  year  that  they  graduate.  If  a  graduate  changes 
programs  after  completing  the  PGY1  year,  which 
occurs  in  most  programs  which  require  a  so-called 
transitional  PGY1  year  before  entering  their  program, 
e.g.  radiology,  a  new  J-1  visa  must  be  issued  which 
requires  a  new  sponsorship  letter.  Health  and  Wel¬ 
fare  Canada  will  not  issue  such  a  letter  routinely, 
unless  the  graduate  is  licensed  in  a  Canadian  jurisdic¬ 
tion  or  has  pre-arranged  employment  in  Canada,  both 
of  which  are  unlikely  for  someone  who  has  only 
completed  a  PGYl  year.  Thus,  the  graduate  will  have 
to  return  to  Canada  where,  due  to  the  new  licensing 
requirements,  obtaining  a  PGY2  position  will  be  very 
difficult.  Harvey  Barkun,  Executive  Director  of  the 
Association  of  Canadian  Medical  Colleges,  has  pro¬ 
tested  this  action  to  Health  and  Welfare  Canada  and 
has  asked  American  authorities  to  make  exceptions 
for  Canadian  graduates.  For  further  information, 
contact  John  Provan,  Associate  Dean,  Postgraduate 
Medical  Education,  at  978-6709.

FINDING  THE  RIGHT  ENROLMENT  BALANCE 
To  better  reflect  the  distinctive  mission  of  the  Univer¬ 
sity  of  Toronto,  and  in  the  context  of  provincial 
funding  arrangements,  both  the  current  President  and 
his  predecessor  have  expressed  the  view  that  an 
increasing  focus  on  graduate  and  second-entry  pro¬ 
fessional  programs  and  a  decrease  in  undergraduate 
enrolment  will  enhance  the  quality  of  all  our  programs 
-  undergraduate,  graduate  and  professional.  The 
University  has  already  started  the  process  of  gradual¬ 
ly  reducing  the  number  of  undergraduate  students 
enrolled,  with  first-year  intake  reduced  by  1  3  per  cent 
in  1992-93.  This  decrease  in  itself  increases  the 
proportion  of  our  enrolment  in  second-entry  profes¬ 
sional  and  graduate  programs. 

Tliis  shift  in  our  enrolment  raises  a  number  of  issues 
which  should  be  explored.  For  example,  what  should 
be  the  balance  between  graduate  and  professional 
studies,  the  doctoral  stream  and  other  graduate 
study,  and  the  various  professional  programs?  How 
does  our  training  of  professionals  relate  to  long-term 
public  policy?  What  are  the  factors  that  affect  reten¬ 
tion  of  our  students? 

To  that  end,  Vice-Provost  Carolyn  Tuohy  has  been 
appointed  as  a  one-person  commission  to  study  and 
report  on  these  various  matters  from  the  perspective 
of  a  concern  with  the  appropriate  enrolment  balance. 
The  objective  is  for  Professor  Tuohy  to  consult  widely 
and  develop  a  position  paper  for  discussion  by  March
